For a third time the City Council 
met, on Monday to discuss Bow 
Marsh bridge matters but. an adjourn- 
ment was made with nothing but blank 
sheets to hand the clerk, and so the 
matter stands, 

His Worship Mayor Orr and Alder- 
men Pitman, Cameron, MeTavish, 
Underwood, Ramsay and Lindsay were 
present, 

A communication was read from 
Superintendent Whyte stating that 
the ©, P. R. purchasing agent had 
bought fountains for the garden park 
and that he was daily expecting to 
receive an invoice of them. 

Mr. Dennis, chief engineer for the 
Territories also had a communication, 
in which he stated that Mr. Jos. Ban- 
nerman, M. L. A., bad consented to 
ailow the sum ($1,000) provided in the 
current estimates, which was to be 
used towards the construction of a 
bridge to the cemetery, to be set aside 
toaidin the building of the Elbow 
bridge, on condition that the piersand 
approaches to the same be subject to 
the approval of the district engineer, 

This started the ball rolling and the 
question of building piers, getting new 
plans, going on with constr nuction,state 
of foundation, driving piles, and p 
dozen other things were talked about 
and turned over and over for about 
two hours, but not a point produced. 
Mayor Orr wanted to use a crowbar in 
order to come to some conclusion as to 
state of the wrecked pier’s founda 
; Alderman Underwood said the 
only way to get an accurate idea of 
the state of affairs in the river bed, 
was to build that cofferdam and pump 
the water out, and Alderman Pitman 
wanted the bridge built atonee, quick. 

Judging from the run of discussion 
the more the matteris talked about, 
the more complicated it gets. The 
contractors blame the delay en the

yan, However, no matter how the 

mixture has been caused, one thing is 
: certain the bridge is not up, the pier is 
not up and its foundation remains to 
be examined, 

Alderman Pitrnan wanted to intro- 
duce a resolution providing for the 
inspection of the foundation mention- 
ed, and also authorizing the contrac- 
tors to proceed, but Alderman Under- 
wood wanted to know who was to 
take the responsibility of pronouncing 
on the foundation’s state and strongly 
objected, as chairman of public works, 
being the party to assume charge of 
the affair, He had no doubt that thé 
piers as constructed, would carry the 
bridge until next) June, or until an- 
other flood, but also stated that since 
the commencement of building the 
bridge they had found them to be too 
close together and the original plans 
would have to be altered, It was the 
general opinion of the board that the 
matter of construction should go on 
atonce and that new piers and ap- 
proaches, to meet the requirements ot 
the Assembly, be built the eoming 
winter. Although nothing definite 
was arrived at’ during the meeting it 
is likely, judging from after conversa- 
tion, that the bridge will be set up at 
once on piles and stone piers after- 
wards built. ‘This will allow safe traflic 
and a speedy way out of the difficulty, 
and substantial piers can be construc: 
. tedin the near future and the assem- 

bly grant obtained, More solid busi- 
ness was done in five minutes after the 
meeting, on this question, than has 
been transacted during three nights of 
over two hours sitting each. What 
will become of the Bow Marsh bridge 
building affair cannot be delinitely 
said but there is good reason to beiieve 
that an arrangement will be arrived at 
between the city and Territorial Gov- 
P ernment whereby it will again be 
, s placed in position.

THE REBUILDING OF THE BOW) 
MARSH BRIDGE | 


The North West Assembly Should Pay) 
Two-Thirds of the Cost of Re! 


Construction—The Work Should Be | 
Done in the Winter Season. 


A very prominent question in the 
public mind just now is the rebuilding 
of the Bow Marsh Bridge, Engineer 
MeMillan acting for the Legislative As- 
sembly wishes the town to put up half 
the expense, A belief exists, how 
correct we cannot say, that the Lieut,- 
Governor and Mr. Haultain promised 
when here on the bridge question some 
two years ngo that the cost of 
maintenance would be in the “proper: 
tion of one-third for the town and two 
thirds forthe Assembly, If this is 
correct the city should not be called 
upon to pay a larger proportion, and 
further it is very questionable if the 
city shonld expend the money this 
vear, With the extra expense entailed 
by the flood, the city has not the 
money to lay out, and then the bridge 
accommodates but few who cannot by 
by an extra half mile or mile gain ac- 
cess to the town by way of the Lan- 
gevin bridge. 

There has always been a disposition 
to give Calgary the go by in the ex- 
penditure of North West Government 
grants, the Assembly holding that the 
wublic money is not for expenditure 
in organized municipalities. Whether 
nlaw. prevailsthis unwritte or not, in 
in Fare and other municipalities in 
Assiniboia, we are not aware, but it 
seems very unjust and would prevent 
the formation of country municipal- 
ities, The bridges leading into the 
city of Calgary are equally for the 
benefit of the country settlers as for 
the citizens anda great portion of the 
votes in both East and West Calgary 
are in the city, and contribute more in 
the way of licenses to the ‘Territorial 
fund than any other district in the 
Territories. It therefore seems only 
just and right that. the North West 
Government should contribute largely 
to the repairs of the bridge in ques- 
tion. Of course no one wants to see 
communication cut off from this dirce- 
tion and it specially behooves the new 
member for West Calgary to bestir 
himself and see that the farmers in 
this locality have this mode of access 
to the town, Jt is claimed and justly 


so that the road along the river be- 
tween the two bridges is not in a fit 
state for travel, Why does the en 
gineer not see to it that this road is 
repaired so that an easy way to the 
Langevin bridge is available. The 
cost of repairing the bndge now 


will prove much more expensive. than 
in the winter season when the river is 
covered with ice, and if the piece of 
road above referred to was repaired, 
and the cost would not be great, a 
saving of some hundreds of do! 
might be effected, y 
the estimated cost of rebuilding the 
bridge is about $1,800. Now, if the 
Assembly voted say $1.200 we believe 
the city wonld undertake to pay the 
halance. But it is evident the city 
does not intend to take the initiative, 
but seem to be willing to rest on their 
oars until they hear further from the 
Government,

THE ELBOW BRIDGE 


May be Put in Place at an Early Date 
, and When Complete Will Make an 
Ornamental and Substantial Structure 


The Elbow bridge will probably be 
placed in a position to allow traffic at 
once. Although no definite under- 
standing was arrived at in the Council 
last night, still after the adjournment 
an arrangement was made which, 
should it’ prove satisfactory to the 
contractors,the work will be proceeded 
with ‘without further delay. The 
proposition’ now is that piles be driven 
on the westside of each of the stone 
piers, (which have been discovered to 
not be what is exactly wanted) and 
the bridge rested upon same, and that 
new piers be built in the future. The 
Northwest Government are willing to 
trvanster the $1,000 that was to aid in 
the construction of the bridge to the 
cemetery, for the use of the city in 
work on the Elbow bridge, but the 
piers and approaches of that structure 
must be after plans and specifications 
satisfactory to the Northwest Assem- 
bly and built under the supermntend- 
ence of the district engineer. By 
following the suggestion made this 
work could be done according to the 
manner proposed by the Assembly, 
and without any inconvenience to 
parties wishing to reach or leave the 
city by this route, The driving of the 
piles by the contractors in the position 
mentioned would be considered by the 
board of aldermen as an equivalent to 
the rebuilding of the wrecked pier,and 
so their contract would be ended, the 
expense of the remaining work to be 
proviled tor by the $1,000 from the 
Assembly,

CHINESE AS DRUNKARDS 


Since the year 2000 B, C. drink- 
ing to excess in China has 
been completely kept down, 
but before that ancient date every 
one drank the fermented grape 
juice in terrible quantities, and 
things went from bad to worse 
until one of the emverors of the 
Chan dynasty went on a glorious 
epree which lasted until it got so 
bad that he began to ‘see things.” 
That frightened his Royal High- 
ness somuch that he closed up 
short and also compelied his sub- 
jects to follow his example, at the 
same time destroying saloons, dis- 
tilleries and wine cellars. Since 
that time the wine made of the 
grape has become unfashionable, 
and little or nore is made there or 
used, though in the last half cen- 
tury sherry, port, whiskey, 
brandy anda great many others 
of our own liquors are used us a 
food and only taken at meals, 

Among the native beverages is 
shoa-shing, af palish brown mix- 
ture, the taste of which suggests 
ripe hickory nuts. Itis served at 
all state banquets and also at pri- 
vate dinners, When cold it is 
cloudy; when warm it grows clear, 
emitting a peculiarly pleasant 
odor, 

What shoa-shing is to the upper 
classes sam-shui is to the masses, 
It is made from rice and is its 
double distillate. Old sam-shui 
is very expensive and tastes like 
oid sherry. 

Koa-ling is made from Mongo- 
lian millet, and bears a family re- 
semblance to rye whiskey. It is 
drunk only in northern China, 
but hasa large use in the making 
of liquors. Of these latter ung-ka- 
peh or wo shia-pi is the best 
known. It is thick, oily and yel- 
low, and is a cross between yellow 
Chartreuse and benedictine. Its 
taste is sweetish and aromatic, 
and ithasa great reputation as 
an appetizer. Other liquors made 
from koa-ling are mooqva, made 
from koa-ling and melon; men- 
kwai-loo, ying-toa and hundreds 
of other drinks. 

Then their is fun-chin, or raw 
alcohol, used for medicinal pur- 
pose, Fermented fruit juice and 
flower wine, by steeping petals or 
leaves, are also common bever- 
ages. Geranium wine is a brown 
concoction, while bay leaf wine is 
the equivalent of the bay rum 
used by our barbers, Ali told 
there are some 2000 distinct drinks 
in China, yet drunkards are 
almost unknown.

flax seed or oil cake jelly at. regular 
hours and in rght quantities your 
calves will be just as good as if they 
were fed on new milk; the fact of the 
matter is they awill become hetter 
dairy stock and you have the butter 
cheque every month to the grood,

SAYINGS OF. CHRIST 


Greek of the Logia Leaves no Room 
for Dispute. 


Among the discoveries made at 
Behneseh by Messrs, Grenfell and 
Hunt, of the Egyptian Exploration 
Fund, is a sinall page 59 inches by 8} 
inches, containing eight earings of 
Christ. The logia consist of detached 
at each beginning ‘t Jesus 
saith.” 

The first saying is: ‘And then 
thou shalt see clearly to cast out the 
mote that is in thy brother's eye.” 

The second saying is startling and 
entirely new. It reads : Jesus saith, 
except ye fast to the world, ye shall 
in nowise find the kingdom of God; 
and except ye keep the Sabbath, ye 
shall not see the Father.” This being 
at variance with the accepted teach- 
ings of Christ, it is suggested that it is 
perhaps a Jewish forgery, committed 
witha view to supporting the Jewish 
Sabbath, Perhaps it is an erroneous 
report. 

The third saying is similar to that 
contained in John I, but the form is 
different, Christ describes Himself as 
standing in the midst of the world, 
finding all men drankern and none 
athirst. ‘' And My soul grieveth over 
the sons of men, because they are 
blind in their heart.” 

The fourth saying has perished, only 
one word scmaining. This is the 
Greek word for beggary. As this was 
not used by Christ in any gospel, the 
logia is considered to have been ‘new, 

The fifth saying, which contains cer- 
tian gaps, is of extracrdinary interest. 
It reads: “Jesus saith wherever there 
are (here occurs a gap) and there 1s 
one (gap) alone Lam with him. Raise 
the stone and there thou shalt find 
me; cleave the wood and there Tam.” 
The latter part is entirely new, and it 
is expected that it will arouse curios- 
ity. It seems to indicate a pantheistic 
philoscphy, and perhaps, 1s a reflec- 
tion of the mystical cecultism of the 
aguostics in the early Christian cen- 
turies, 

The sixth saying coincides with Luke 
IV, 24: ‘No prophet is accepted in 
his own country: neither doth a physi- 
cian work cures upon them that know 
him.” This is considered to prove that 
Luke had the same original records of 
the logia, because the Greek for ac- 
cepted, here dektos, was used by Luke 
only and was hitherto supposed to be 
one of bis m literary changes on 
Matthew's collection, 

The seventh saying is similar to Mat- 
thews V, 14, but is incomplete. 

The cighth saying is undecipherable, 

It is suggested that the date of the 
document must be from the year 150 
tothe year 300 A, D., probably not 
later than 200 A, D,
